Dr. William H. Barcroft, who has ben missing since Wednesday was 


found-cold in,death Saturday afternoon about 2:30, lying, alongside a fence 
on the farm of his brother. John Barcroft, in Franklin township. 


The flashing of the word to this city shocked the community. 
Only 


a few had heard of his strange absence. 


; The discovery was made by his brother, L. B. Barcroft, the grocer of 


this city, who with others, went out Saturday morning to make a search. 
The body was lying along side a line fence between the farm of John and 
Dan Barcroft and only about 50 rods from -.he John Barcroft house. The 
house however is vacant, and no one had been near the spot for several 
days. The place is just in sight from the home of Squire Wagher, and is 
on an exposed hillside. 


The body was 'tenderly picked up and 
carried to the 
vacant house 


where an ambulance from this city met them and brought.the remains to 
the late home in this city.

Dr 
Barcroft was born in 1850 in Linton township 
near 
Pla.nf.eld 


and spent a part of his life there before coming to this city. 
He was a 


graduate of Sterling Ohio Medical college at Columbus,; and had practiced 
medicine in this city ever since his graduation. 
He is survived by his 


wife and two daughters, Sarah and Margaret. Three 
brothers and 
one 


sister survive. They are L. B. Barcroft of this city, John, of Franklin-tp. 
and Dan, of Franklin township.

Wellington, N. Z., March 23—The 


Japanese Antartic 
expedition under 


Lieut. Shiraz arrived here'today from 
the south and was accorded a greet- 
ing scarcely less royal than that re- 
ceived by Captain Amundsen. 


The Japanese flag decorated many 


buildings and the ship Hainan Maru, 
upon which the party was traveling

she lay in the harbor. 


Tho arrival of thc Japanese party 


has caused grave fears l<> be felt for 
the safely of the British expedition 
under Captain Scott as Shira/, report- 
ed that his men had neither seen 
any of the English party nor any 
trace of them.
